The modern woman, Ignorant 
of tho peouliar uffioooy of witcu-hazol, 
fancies that an; thing tied to a pair of 
scissors will keep them from being lost, 
and she prefers ribbon to witch- hazel 
because It is prettier and more con.

Tbo Btormr Sslcn of Bodsriak O'Con- 
nor- Ctowoedln 1110. 

. Roderick O'Connor was crowned with 
great yonp In Dublin tn ttto j«nv 11 111, 
when tits stormy reign begnn. All tils 
Ufa lie was engaged in hostilities with 
piratical Dnnea nnd even more trouble- 
so me subjects. To Insure peace lie en- 
tered Into a compact with, tbo Danish 
hordes who nettled on the coast, never 
penetrating into tha Interior. Tba trib- 
ute was & stipend tn cattle of 4,000 cows, 
levied on his dominion. But it wns only 
the beginning of Roderick's troubles. 
Soon on event followed, inalgnl ft rant In 
Itself, but pregnant with impending coo- 
Mo,uences. Ho deposed one of the p«tty 
pnncasof Loins tor, whose cruelty nnd 
mismnnmement had caused much com- 
plaint. The folly of this subject cul- 
minated in tho o (Tense or running oif 
with Ills neighbor's wife. History fives 
undue prominence lo this crime, wlili li 
was only the slightest charge. InM nt 
tha door of Durmot McMenmgh. 

Exasperated at his disposition, Uermot 
appeal od to Henry II. who sent over tho 
Anglo-Normans to nasi st In rceoverlug 
his possessions. In return for.the ser- 
vices rendered, the Karl of Pembroke, 
by it marrlajra with the daughter of 
Dormot, obtained possession of the 
Loinsler principality, nnd thua laid the 
foundation of the Anglo-Norman rulo In 
Ireland, Tho distracted condition of 
O'Connor's kiogdon i prevented him rais- 
ing su lllclent troops to expel the Nor* 
man Invaders.

Geortfo Shields auras sad rtin* tbe 
aid Shot I Iff placo, about two and one 
qnnrter mllis duo south from tUe village. 
Mr. S. alio does considerable business as 
a com mi union merchant in Chicago nod 
was there nt thy time ot the tragedy, liis 
wire keep laic an oyo on tbo far id work 
during bis absence. 

Id Mr. Shields' employ upon tho farm 
was a young nmu, Wni. Oaten. Ho 1ms 
worked constantly for the Sheilds' for 
tbo post two yours, inn! from all wo can 
learn was WinJet, Industrious nndinof- 
foasivo young man. 

Some six weeks ngo n fellow about 
13 or 'JO years of age, catlimr himself 
En son o Ballivnn and claiming to bail 
from Knntrna wns hired by Mr. Shields 
in Chicago ami came up to work on the 
form. Thoro wns apparently no bad 
blood between tbo two laborers, thoy 
doing their 1 Dork coaclcntiously and as 
far ns imy body could see, in tho most 
fr loudly inn nn or.- 

Thursday evening lietween and 7, 
Gates, who had been out to the bnm 
camo Into Ibo house and informed 
Mrs. Shields in a quiet offhand way 
that ho had "Mlled 'Genu!" Mrs. Shields 
much alarmed wont aver to n neighbor's 
place, Mr. Lavey's, chairman of our 
County Hoard of.
